FPermenting horse manure at a temper- 
ature of about 70 degrees, mixed with an equak weight 
of fresh sod loam,is made into beds, the size wequired 
and 8 to 12 inches deep. See that the bed is packed 
very solid and even, In this bed plant the broken 
pieces of spawn 6 inches apart, cover the whole with 
2 inches of light soil and protect from cold and rain.
